The House of Bishrfps of the P ro t­ 
estant Episcopal church passed a 
liberalized 
re-marriage 
canon | 
along

the House of Deputies 
today w ith the suggestion: 
"T r y this and see if it w ill give 
the church a more realistic ap- j 
proaeh to the question". 
The suggestion came specifical­ 
ly from Bishop Cameron J 
D avis 
of Buffalo, N. Y.. as the bishops 
approved a revision under which j 
re-married persons could receive i 
the church’s blessing a year after j 
their second marriage. 


The measure still forbids Epis- j 
copal m inisters to m arry divorced ! 
persons, thus requiring that such 
m arriages be performed by civil j 
authorities 
or clerics 
of another 
faith. 
Several clergym en and laym en in 
the House of Deputies freely pre­ 
dicted that their body would re­ 
ject the revised law, 
leaving in 
force the church's stringent canon, 
recognizing 
re-marriage 
only of 
the innocent party to a divorce for 
adultery.
